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SUBJECT: CSCE TALKS AT GENEVA: JUNE 10-14 

1. SOVIET ANNOUNCEMENT OF THREE CONCESSIONS (ONE MAJOR 
BUT HEAVILY QUALIFIED AND TWO MINOR) MAY INDICATE MOSCOW 
IS PREPARING FOR MORE MEANINGFUL NEGOTIATIONS. SOVIET 
MOVES ON FAMILY REUNIFICATION. DEPTH OF THE AREA IN THE 
USSR FOR NOTIFICATION OF MILITARY MANEUVERS (100 KMS) AND 
MENTION OF "SUBSCRIPTIONS" IN TEXT OF ACCESS TO PRINTED 
INFORMATION COULD BE DESIGNED TO AFFECT WESTERN VIEW OF 
CSCE AT OTTAWA NATO MINISTERIAL. SOVIET AMBASSADORS 
HAVE ALSO FANNED OUT IN CSCE CAPITALS. STRESSING NEED 
FOR EARLY CONCLUSION TO STAGE II AND THE VIRTUE OF RAISING 
RANK OF WESTERN DELEGATIONS REPRESENTATIVES.

DISCUSSION OF NON-INTERVENTION CONTINUED AS WESTERN 
DELEGATIONS SOUGHT LANGUAGE THAT WOULD INHIBIT BREZHNEV 
DOCTRINE BUT NOT CONSTITUTE A NON-INTERVENTION FORMULA 
EAST COULD USE TO AVOID IMPLEMENTING BASKET 3 AGREEMENTS. 
THERE WAS ALSO DISCUSSION OF FINNISH PROPOSAL CALLING 

FOR STATES TO RESPECT POLITICAL ECONOMIC AND CULTURAL 
FOUNDATIONS OF OTHER STATES AS WELL AS THEIR RIGHT TO 

DETERMINE THEIR LEGISLATIVE AND REGULATORY SYSTEMS. NO 
PROGRESS WAS MADE IN THE MILITARY SUBCOMMITTEE ON 
NOTIFICATION OF MANEUVERS AND EXCHANGE OF OBSERVERS, 

BUT SOVIETS PROPOSED 100 KM FRONTIER NOTIFICATION ZONE. 
ALLIES HAVE NOT AS YET UNVEILED PROPOSAL FOR 700 KM 
ZONE OF SOVIET TERRITORY. ALTHOUGH IT, AS WELL AS NATO 
AGREED FALL BACK FOR 500 KMS, MAY ALREADY HAVE LEAKED 
TO EAST. GDR REP ALLUDED TO WEST'S "POSITION 1 ' 

CALLING FOR 500 KM ZONE IN A SOCIAL CONVERSATION WITH 
A CANADIAN DELEGATE JUNE 7. 

3. ECONOMIC AND SCIENTIFIC COOPERATION - AGENDA ITEM 2. 
SUBCOMMITTEES ON COMMERCIAL EXCHANGES, INDUSTRIAL 
COOPERATION, SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY AND OTHER ECONOMIC 
AREAS MADE SLOW PROGRESS BUT MET NO INSURMOUNTABLE 
OBSTACLES. FULL COMMITTEE, HOWEVER, REMAINS STYMIED 
OVER TEXT FOR "DEVELOPING COUNTRIES" WITH TURKEY AND 
ROMANIA INSISTING ON FORMULATION "INCLUDING THOSE 

IN EUROPE." 

4. HUMANITARIAN COOPERATION - AGENDA ITEM 3. SOVIET 
CONCESSIONS GAVE SOME GROUNDS FOR CAUTIOUS OPTIMISM. 

IN HUMAN CONTACTS SUBCOMMITTEE, SOVIETS WILLING TO 
MODERATE FEES FOR PERSONS LEAVING FOR FAMILY REUNIFICATION. 
MORE SIGNIFICANT WAS INFORMAL HEAVILY QUALIFIED SOVIET 
TEXT IN INFORMATION SUBCOMMITTEE INCLUDING A PROVISION 
FOR "SUBSCRIPTIONS." DEADLOCK ON "ACCESS TO PRINTED 
INFORMATION" ALSO DISCUSSED.
